Columbia Bottoms would be a 
good location for plants employ- 
ing skilled workers who own au- 
tomobiles, the report continued, 
but it would present a transpor- 
tation problem for industries 
employing female assembly-type 
fabor. 

Won’t Debate Question. 

Public Service Co. refused to 
enter into any debate with Little 
on the quality of the transit sys- 
tem here, but the company 4as- 
#erted that adequate bus service 
would be provided for Columbia 
Bottoms if and when an indus- 
trial district is developed. 

New roads into the Columbia 
Bottoms area must be con- 
structed by government agencies 
before development of plant sites 
can be undertaken, it has been 
emphasized by the Industrial 
Park Corp., the non-profit de- 
velopment organization set up 


by the Chamber of Commerce | 


of Metropolitan St. Louis. 

John D. Kerr Jr., director of 
the chamber’s industrial de- 
velopment department, plans to 
go to Jefferson’ City this week 
to confer with the Missouri High- 
way Department on ways of ex- 
pediting the road building. 

The state is being asked to 
build two roads needed for the 
Columbia Bottoms project. One, 
designated Interstate Route 270, 
would be an expressway which 
would pass three-fourths of a 
mile south of the industrial park 
site, providing an interchange at 
Riverview boulevard. 

Start Delayed. 

The Federal Government will 
defray two-thirds of the cost of 
this expressway, but a start has 
been delayed by curtailment of 
federal road-building funds for 
Missouri.

Hundreds of thousands of cheer- 
ing Spaniards gave President 
Eisenhower a tremendous wel- 
come on his arrival here today 
from Paris. 

Flag-waving crowds lined the 
streets and hung from trees and 
jammed balconies as the Presi- 
dent rode into Madrid with Fran- 
cisco Franco at his side. Mr. 
Eisenhower is the first top. west- 
ern leader to visit the Spanish 
dictator, who wore his general- 
issimo’s uniform. 

Disregarding a biting wind, 
spectators let loose one roar of 
cheers after another as Mr. 
Eisenhower, standing with out- 
stretched arms, rode by in a 
limousine. 

Mr. Eisenhower, making the 
next to last stop of his 11-nation 
tour, ‘arrived at Torrejon air 
field at 4:21 p.m. (9:21 a.m, St. 
Louis time). Franco, who had 
arrived at the airport 11 minutes 
before in his black Rolls Roye, 
stood with the President as the 
national anthems were played. 
Then he presented his daughter, 
the Marquesa de Villaverde, with 
her Marquess husband, 

Tribute to Support. 

Franco considers this presi- 
dential visit a tribute to his sup- 
port of the Western allies against 
Communism, It is a far cry 
from the atmosphere of a few 
years ago, when the United Na- 
tions held the Franco regime to 
be a menace to peace. Today the 
United States has some of its 
best forward bombing bases in 
Spain. 

In fact, Mr. Eisenhower landed 
at one of these bases near 
Madrid, and Franco in his wel- 
come commented on that, say- 
ing: 

“This base of Torrejon, built 
with the formidable assistance of 
the United States, and sheltering 
both Spanish and American wings 
in close companionship, is a 
symbol of our friendship.” 

Franco expressed hope Mr. 
Eisenhower’s “epoch-making 
tour’ would lead to a just and 
durable international order. 

Mr. Eisenhower said visit ful- 
fills the ambition of almost a 
lifetime.

“counter - revolutionaries, the 
press and reactionary business 
men” would get the same tough 
treatment as aggressors in the 
event of an invasion of Cuba.

U.S. FINANCIAL. 


UPWARD TURK 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP)— 
The Department of Commerce 
said the world financial position 
of the United States apparently 
took a sharp turn for the better 
last summer. 

Furthermore, the department 
indicated it expects a continued 
strengthening of the United States 
position, which is measured in 
terms of this country’s balance 
of international payments. 

In the last two years, the 
United States has been running 


sult of spending, lending and 
giving away more money than 
has been received. This situa- 
tion has been a source of grave 
concern to some top policy mak- 
ers, who are fearful that the 
dollar might be weakéned if the 
deficit continued. 

The Commerce report said the 
payments deficit was reduced 
only slightly in the July-Septem- 
ber quarter. On an annual basis, 
the deficit decreased by $268,- 
000,000 to $4,220,000,000. 

May Have Been Better. 

However, the department said 
it believes a much bigger im- 
provement would have been re- 
corded had it been possible to 
gather more accurate statistics. 
“On this basis,” the report 
said, “it may be tentatively con- 
cluded that the third quarter was 
the turning point in our recent 
balance of payments experi- 
ence.” 


ings, the department reported 
that United States receipts from 
exports and from investments 
here by foreigners increased by 
$444,000,000 in the third quarter. 
In contrast, it said United States 
payments for imports, govern- 
ment, programs overseas and pri- 
vate investments abroad in- 
creased by only $3,000,000. 
Separate Statistics. 

Therefore, it noted, the United 
States position on a receipts- 
payments basis improved $1,- 
764,000,000 a year, whereas the 
improvement in the balance of 
payments (a separate set of 
statistics) was $268,000,000. 

The report attributed the dis- 


ommissions. 

If the department’s conclusion 
is correct, the United States pay- 
ments problem had improved 
significantly by the time the Ad- 
ministration adopted a contro- 
versial requirement that coun- 
tries receiving United States de- 
velopment loans spend the money 
in the United States. 

Secretary of the Treasury Rob- 
ert B. Anderson, the chief advo- 
cate of this move, argued it was 
necessary to help solve the pay- 
ments problem. Critics contended 
it was an unnecessary imposition 
of a protectionist policy.

Huber 
Matos, an important provincial 
army commander, who rose to 
speak for revolutionary modera- 
tion and to oppose Communist 
inroads.

Matos, who merely tried to re- | 


sign and return to his teaching 
job in protest against the in- 
creasingly radical practices of 
the Government was called a 
traitor by Castro. He was then 
imprisoned at Havana’s La Ca- 
bana ess prison to await a 
trial fér his life. 

THE REGIME CLAIMS it has 
evidence that Matos conspired 
to overthrow it, but none has 
been produced and the official 
allegations have met with wide- 
spread skepticism. 

But the Matos incident pro- 
vided the extremist group with 
the political climate needed to 
justify the final move in its long 
campaign for commanding posi- 


tions. The word went out quietly : 


that the revolution was in dan- 
ger. This apparently swayed 
Castro to the extremists’ policies. 

Land seizures under the Agrar- 
jan Reform Law have been 
greatly accelerated and at least 
three major laws aimed at pri- 
vate industry have been issued. 

As a whole, this extremist 
group does not have any formal 
standing.

Wrong Way in the U.N. 


Seek: To go in search of. 
Gather: To collect. 


The difference between these two words is 
big enough to divide the world, as the recent 
vote in the United Nations Social, Humani- 
tarian and Cultural Committee shows. In the 
committee vote on the draft convention on 
freedom of information, 30 countries favored 
a declaration that journalists should be free 
to gather news, 29 believed they should be 
free to seek news, and seven abstained from 
voting. Further committee consideration is 
scheduled for next year. 


The delegates made the difference clear. 
Lady Petrie, speaking for Britain, argued that 
“seek” was the proper term because it means 
to inquire into a situation and conveys the 
notion that the public is entitled to full infor- 
mation. Mme. Zoya Mironova of the Soviet 
Union, on the other hand, advocated “gather” 
as “more appropriate” for describing the 
work of the journalist. One of the delegates 
pointed to a fine current exaniple of what 
the discussion really means. That was the 
expulsion of A. M. Rosenthal of the New York 
Times from Poland. Mr. Rosenthal was thrown 
out by the Communist regime because he 
sought news, rather than merely gathering 
Government handouts. The Communists did 
not deny the truth of his reports; they main- 
tained only that he had no right to ferret out 
information. 


The U.N. has been wrestling with this prob- 
lem almost since the beginning. In 1946 
the American Society of Newspaper Editors 
pressed it for a specific gram. A year 
later a proposed treaty “to cover the earth 
with truth” was made public by the State 
Department: it was drawn up by American 
leaders in press and radio. By 1951, however, 
it was becoming clear that the trend of the 
debate was toward more, rather than fewer, 
restrictions, at least as far as the United 
States was concerned. Nothing happened in 
this year’s discussion to reverse that trend. 
While aware of the dangers, the United States 
is not opposing the convention. 


It appears to be only a question of time 
until a convention is adopted by the mini- 
mum of six nations needed to make it effec- 
tive, and that even if the United States does 
not sign, the treaty could be used to restrict 
American international reporting. It is not 
only the Communists who want to control the 
flow of information; many of the underde- 
veloped countries want to prevent accounts 
of their deficiencies from reaching the out- 
side world. Vague hostility to American for- 
eign correspondents is part of the picture. 

The problem is one of national attitudes 
toward freedom of information. These may 
be irreconcilable at present, and if the U.N. 
can move only toward sanctioning further 
limitations it would be well-advised to drop 
the matter without more ado. The United 
States could not vote to uphold a convention 
that was in conflict with its own Bill of 
Rights. When the subject comes up next 
year it should make its position plain.

Time for Clemency 


Two of the country’s leading newspapers 
have proposed clemency for Dr. Willard Up- 
haus, 69-year-old teacher of religious educa- 
tion who is now in a narrow, cramped jail cell 
in Merrimack county, N. H., because he will 
not, in his words, “bear false witness” against 
guests at a summer camp which he directed. 
Dr. Uphaus has been adjudged guilty of con- 
tempt in that he will not give up the list of 
names although he answered all questions 
as to his own activities at the camp and about 
the speakers. 

The New York Times notes that four jurists 
of the United States Supreme Court—Chief 
Justice Warren and Justices Black, Douglas 
and Brennan—asserted that “the investiga- 
tory objective was the impermissible one of 
exposure for exposure’s sake.” Then the 
Times says: “The State of New Hampshire 
has the law on its side—if only by the nar- 
rowest of margins; but this is clearly a case, 
in the name of individual conscience and civil 
liberty, for the exercise of clemency.” The 
Washington Post, in an editorial entitled 
“Respect for Conscience,” sums up its views 


this way: 


What will New Hampshire accomplish by 
the imprisonment of this elderly man? It 
seems inconceivable that it can warp his will 
or corrupt his conscience into doing what he » 
believes shameful.

The 1960 political races are beginning to 
take shape in Illinois. Gov. Stratton has 
announced he will ask the voters to elect him 
to a third term on the Republican ticket.. He 
asks what no Governor of Illinois has ever 
before received—three terms in a row. The 
nomination will be Gov. Stratton’s beyond

candidacy of one of the few remaining Re- 
publican Governors in the country. 


But the election next November will be 
another matter. Len Small sought a third 
term and was defeated. Dwight H. Green, a 
more recent Republican Governor, asked IIli- 
nois to grant him a third term and was 
snowed under by Adlai E. Stevenson ih 1948. 
The Stevenson triumph over Dwight Green’s 
third-term try was a record-setting one of 
572,000 majority. And Gov. Stratton can 
hardly have forgotten how close he came to 
defeat in 1956 when he ran for re-election. 
President Fisenhower won [Illinois by some 


800,000 votes while the Stratton margin was. 


only 40,000. On election night it appeared 
for a long time that he had been swept out 
in the public revulsion to the Republican 
party’s Hodge scandals in Illinois. 


The one avowed candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor is Stephen A. 
Mitchell, former Chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee. Mr. Mitchell, who almost 
certainly would have defeated Gov. Stratton 
in 1956, is already energetically canvassing 
the state and discussing its issues. He has 
just announced that he intends to make the 
proper care of the state’s hospital and insti- 
tution patients a major plank in his campaign. 
Mayor Daley of Chicago has not yet declared 
his preference for Governor on the Demo- 
cratic side. 


The Democratic field for the Senate seat 
which comes up in 1960 consists of Paul H. 
Douglas, who is completing his eleventh year 
in the upper chamber. Strong with many Re- 
publicans as well as with Democrats and 
independent voters, Senator Douglas’s candi- 
dacy will need the best opposition the Repub- 
licans can give it. As of now it looks as 
though there might be as many as five or six 
Republicans in a primary race next April 
to determine the alternative to __Illinois’s 
senior Senator. 


Gov. Stratton’s first choice was Representa- 
tive Marguerite Stitt Church of Evanston. But 
Mrs. Church, remembering how Ruth Hanna 
McCormick lost her seat in the House in a 
vain race for the Senate 30 years ago, pre- 
ferred not to give up her virtually certain re- 
election as Congresswoman. So now Gov. 
Stratton favors Samuel W. Witwer, Chicago 
lawyer, who has been a leader in Blue Ballot 
judicial and constitutional reform campaigns. 
William H. Rentschler, young Chicago candy 
manufacturer, would like very much to have 
the Republican senatorial nomination, as 
would State Senator John W. Lewis Jr. of 
Marshall, who at the age of 54 is a veteran 
of nearly 20 years in the Legislature. 


One thing is certain: Illinois will be a major 
battle ground in 1960. The Republicans won 
it in 1956, the Democrats carried it statewide 
in 1958. Both parties will be out hot and 
heavy for the electoral prizes next year. 


More Than a Penny’s Worth 


It is risky to dispute professionals. They 
usually know what they are doing.

Take, 
for example, Mr. J. H. James, the controller 
of Her Majesty’s Mint. He has decided that 
the British penny is the cause of too many 
holes in too many pockets. And what goes 
for the penny, he says, goes also for the 
half-penny and the farthing, worth half of a 
half-penny. (This last for the information of 
anyone who may be told he is not worth a 
farthing.) So these old coins are to be with- 
drawn. 

Since there are 1,500,000,000 pennies 
weighing almost 14,000 tons now wearing 
holes in pockets, Britons so minded may have 
a rather easy time in frustrating the full 
execution of the decree. And more than a 
few may be so minded even though the pen- 
ny, measuring an inch and a quarter across, 
is the largest coin of its value in the world. 


Actually, the penny’s worth nowadays is 
virtually nil. But then, so many coins these 
days buy so little, and the penny at least 
has the size.and feel of value to it, almost 
like the Western poker player’s silver dollar.

Strontium-90 on the Wrist 


Discovery of the poison strontium-90 in a 
group of 600 luminous wrist-watches, the 
second such incident in seven months, under- 
lines the need for better international control 
of this deadly substance. . 


The Atomic Energy Commission requires 
importers to obtain a license before bringing 
in or using strontium-90. Obviously the regu- 
lation is not always honored. When West- 
clox, Elgin and Bulova were ordered last May 
to halt distribution of luminous dials found 
to contain strontium-90, Elgin said it had not 
been informed by its Swiss supplier that 
‘strontium-90 was the luminous agent ‘used.

Newspapers Viewed as Helping Cause Juvenile Crime 


St. Louis U. Teacher Says Press Turns Offenders Into ‘Front-Page Heroes’

In recent years the number of Ameri- 
can youths involved in serious crimes 
has increased at an alarming rate; in 
the same period news accounts of 
these offenses have grown more lurid 
and more detailed. 

It is time for adults in the United 
States to take a look at this trend in 
journalism and to make up their minds 
whether this kind of news reporting 

may be partly re- 
sponsible for in-

switch-blade was bought, or even how 
artifical courage was obtained from 
beer or marihuana? 

Certain features of our contemporary 
social life and culture contribute to 


this proliferation of teen-age criminals. 


Some of these are well known. Too 
many homes offer inadequate super- 
vision for children, either because 
parents are divorced or because 
mothers are engaged in work outside 
‘the home. 

Schools are often unable to enforce

Some 
entertainment media glorify crime— 
frequently under the guise of con- 
demning it. Penal institutions are still, 
in many cases, schools for crime. 

Recreation facilities are inadequate. 
Racial tensions breed gang warfare 
and feelings of inferiority which lead 
to illegal acts of protest. 

Among these crime-inducing social 
factors is the sensational newspaper 
story. Decades ago, some editors and 
publishers discovered that one way to 
build circulation is to feature grue- 
some acts of violence, “love-nests,” 
drug orgies, and so on. 

Certain papers rely almost entirely

on attractions of this kind. Competi- 
tion forced other mewspapers of 
sounder editorial policy (indeed the 
majority of our country’s great news- 
papers) to follow suit. 

The news services are now quick to 
pick up a juicy crime story and give 
it national coverage. A boy or girl in 
some obscure town berserk, kills 
a half-dozen people. next morning 
this purely local incident is dressed up 
with pictures, lurid ~adjectives, sensa- 
tional headlines. 

It is kept alive for weeks with sob- 
sister interviews, innuendo and imagi- 
native speculation. It becomes break- 
fast reading for millions of Americans 
— including avid-eyed and unstable 
children in the thousands. 

Some social scientists will insist that 
it cannot be proved that such reading 
influences children. So will some 
newswriters. If it does not, then we 
who teach are wasting a great deal 
of time and effort with our assigned 
readings. 

Teen-agers are very imitative; they 
yearn for publicity; they learn by 
imitating their heroes. Who are the 
front - page heroes of present - day 
journalism? 

What is required here is not news- 
paper censorship. Generally speaking, 
the papers print what the public wants 
to read and will buy. On the part of 
the public, we need much more dis- 
crimination in the buying of reading 
matter for the family. 

We all need a greater awareness that 
youthful law-breakers are dangerous 
enemies of our society. 

In Herbert Hoover’s judgment, “free 
dom in the United States is in more 
jeopardy from crime than from all the 
Communist conspiracies.” 

Finally, we need a little more self- 
restraint among those who write and 
edit crime stories in our newspapers.

It averaged 3 per cent a year 
during the 1951-59 period. 

The economist, Dr. Gerhard 
Cohn, said his forecast was based 
on the expectation that the labor 
force will grow and that world 
conditions will permit ‘“‘the 
adaptation of defense technology 
to peacetime use.”’ 

Writing in the association's 
monthly publication, Looking 
Ahead, Cohn predicted that Rus- 
sia’s rate of growth in the next 
10 years will average 6 per cent, 


He said their 1951-59 rate was 
more likely 6.3 per cent instead 
of the 10 per cent they claim. 

Soviet Premier Khrushchev has 
said that Russia’s output of 
goods and services will catch up 
with this country’s by 1970. That 
claim is based on the Soviets’ 
contention that the United States 
rate of growth will be only 2 per 
cent annually in the next 10 
years and their own 7.2 per cent. 

Cohn said that if his forecast 
proves correct, Russia will not 
catch up to this country for 
many years, although the dif- 
ference in United States and 
Soviet output would diminish. 

He said, however, that this 
country will not realize a 4.2 per 
cent annual rate ‘‘automatical- 
ly.” It can only be achieved, 
he said, with the ‘‘concerted ef- A 
forts’’ of business, labor and 
government, 

Cohn agreed with predictions 
of other leading economic ana- 
lysts that the United States out- 
put of goods and services will 
reach and probably surpass the 
500-billion-dollar level for the 
first time next year. 

This would mean an output 15 
to 20 billion dollars in excess of 
estimates for 1959. 

Cohn said the replenishing of 
steel supplies, the appeal of new 
cars and expected increase in ex-

LONDON, Dec. 21 (AP)—There 
is likely to be a tin surplus in 
1960—but not a big one—and no 
one is likely to be surprised if 
the price dips ‘below the 780 
pounds a ton (about $744 cents a 
pound) level, the news chronicle 
said today. 

And if the price does dip, 
there is nothing to stop the in- 
ternational tin council decreas- 
ing export quotas, the liberal 
newspaper said. 

The market has lost some as- 
surance in the two weeks since 
the council raised quotas from 
30,000 tons to 36,000 tons for the 
first quarter of next Year.

Model Clash With © 
French Red Tape 


: PARIS, Dec. 21. 

AMONG THE SUCCESSFUL AMERICANS who. have 
started their own businesses in Paris is Miss Dorian Leigh, 
the model. Two and a half years ago Miss Leigh decided that 
what Paris needed more than anything was a model agency

Thus 
the battle lines were drawn 
and an army of bureau- 
crats went to battle 
against one beautiful 
American girl. You can 
guess who won. 

“Don’t say I have a 
model agency,” said Miss 
Leigh. ‘‘Say I’ve got a bu- 
reau des mannequins. 
That’s the way the French 
police want it. It all 
started two and a half 
years ago when I decided 
I wanted to stay in France 
and the easiest way of 
doing it was opening a 
business — a business I 
knew something about. In 
America model agencies 
are a very common thing, 
but in France they’re unknown. For one thing the Napoleonic 
Code, which is still the law of the land, says no one may take 
a percentage of anyone else’s salary. Therefore, as an agent 
I wasn’t allowed to collect a commission from any of the girls 
I found employment for. 

“When I tried to get started I immediately ran head on 
into the Ministry of Labor and the police, both of whom were 
very suspicious of my motives. Anytime someone gathers a 
group of girls together for employment purposes in France— 
the police are bound to think you’re up to no good.

“I had several meetings with the authorities. First 
they didn’t believe there were such things as models. 
They knew of mannequins—but models who posed for 
pictures were something new to them. I explained that 
I wanted to start an agency because there was need 
for a clearing house for American, German, English, 
and Scandinavian models who were in demand in 
France for photography work.” 

“‘ ‘What’s the matter with French girls?’ the Labor 
Bureau wanted to know. 


“T said, ‘I think French girls are the most beautiful girls in 
the world but if you go to the Lido or the Casino de Paris 
you will find in the front line English, German, Scandinavian, 
and even American chorus girls. Why? Because they have 
long legs and small heads. The French women have short 
legs and big heads.’ I told the authorities photographers 
wanted girls with long legs and small heads. When I showed 
them some French fashion magazines and pointed out that 
a good proportion of the girls were foreign they were stag- 
gered. 

“Then one of the labor sleuths said, ‘I know why. The 
foreign girls must charge less.’ I told him they charged more 
than French girls. Everyone thought I was off my nut. We 
finally reached an agreement. I was hired by several French 
magazines as a fashion consultant. I would supply the models 
but instead of taking a commission from them I would take 
a commission from the one who hired them—either the pho- 
tographer or the magazine. This seemed to satisfy everyone.” 

Miss Leigh has 54 models working for her including five 
men, seven children, and one dog. “I’m always looking for 
dogs,” she said, “‘but not poodles—they have awful disposi- 
tions. I also have trouble finding old ladies. No French woman 
will admit she’s an old lady.” 

She said that she also represents many French models. 
“They’re the ones that give me gray hair.” 

“Why is that?” we asked. 

“The minute a French girl is born and told she is 
beautiful she decides she really doesn’t have to do 
anything. The French girls have no ambition when it 
comes to earning money for themselves. If I have a 
job for the following evening and I ask a French girl 
if she wants to go out on it she says, ‘I have a dinner 
date. I can’t possibly do it.’ If I ask an American 
model the same question she says, ‘How much?’ ” 

Miss Leigh supplies models for many magazine advertise- 
ments. 

“Occasionally I get a call from an advertiser who wants 
a model who looks like the typical girl next door. But in 
France the typical girl next door looks like Brigitte Bardot.” 

Miss Leigh is newly married to a French obstetrician. 
‘‘My husband is going out of his mind. He sees women all day 
long and when he comes home at night all I talk about is 
women. He says he’s going to take up hunting just so he can 
see some men again. He must be desperate because he hates 
hunting.”’ 

Occasionally Miss Leigh gets a call from a business man 
who knows she knows many beautiful girls. “These swine 
call up and say, ‘Joe Blow said I should call. I’m in Paris 
all by myself and I’m so lonely.’ I always reply, ‘That’s too 


bad. Why didn’t you bring your wife?’ ”

“And suddenly there was 
with the angel a multitude of 
heavenly hosts, praising God 
and saying: Glory to God in 
the highest and on earth 
peace, good will to men.” 

LUKE II, 13-14. 


ON THE PLAINS above Beth- 
lehem the shepherds listened in 
wonder and delight to the sing- 
ing of the world’s first Christ- 
mas carol. 

The great Gloria chorus, pro- 
claiming the birth of the Saviour, 
rang out over the frost-jeweled 
valleys and caught a never end- 
ing echo in the ancient Judean 
hills. 

The hills echoed it to the 
mountains, and the mountains 
sang it to the stars. Out across 
the chasm of centuries it car- 
ried, a strain of unsurpassed 
beauty that time could not still. 
It whispered urgently in the ears 
of composers. It burst forth 
from the hearts of poets. Men 
of all ages and climes heard it 
in infinite variations. 

George Frederick Handel, a 
poor barber’s son who wanted 
all his life to write great music, 
heard it in the loneliness of his 
London flat in the year 1741. 

“I did think I did see all 
Heaven before me, and the Great 
God Himself,” he described his 
moment of sublime inspiration. 
Bankrupt, broken in health and 
spirit, he locked himself indoors 
with his dream for 22 days, 
seldom eating or sleeping, and 
emerged with his greatest ora- 
torio, ‘““The Messiah,”’ clutched 
in his paralyzed left hand. 

Charles Wesley, the poet lau- 
reate of Methodism, heard it on 
his way to church on Christmas 
morning, 1739. The joyful clang- 
ing of the bells seemed to him 
like silver tongues of angels 
singing a welcome to the Christ 
child. His ‘“‘Hark the Herald 
Angels Sing,”” written almost on 
the spot, remains to this day 
one of the most popular of all 
Christmas hymns.

The Rev. Joseph Mohr heard 
it one Christmas eve in the Aus- 
trian Tyrol while returning from 
a sick call. He was a newly 
ordained priest assigned to St. 
Nicholas Church, Oberndorf, a 
parish so poor that the church 
mice could find nothing better to 
eat than the bellows of the organ. 
Their choice of fare saddened 


‘the young priest because it 


meant there would be no Christ- 
mas music. 

Pausing to rest on his way 
down a mountain, Father Mohr 
was struck by the beauty of the 
snow covered peaks, soft blue 
in the starlight but glowing here 
and there with the torches car- 
ried by his parishoners on the 
way to midnight mass, 


“Silent night, holy night, 
All is dark, save the 
light » &¢" 


The words rushed to his mind. 
Hurrying to the home of his 
friend Franz Gruber, the local 
schoolmaster and church organ- 
ist, the priest begged a melody 
to fit his simple words. In less 
than an hour, Gruber scored the 
exquisite poem for guitar and 
two voices. 

“We will die, you and I,” 
Gruber told his wife, “but: this 
song will never die.”” That Christ- 
mas morning in 1818, with 
Father Mohr playing the Italian 
guitar and singing tenor to Franz 
Gruber’s rich bass, ‘Silent 
Night” first burst forth upon the 
world. , 

From the dawn of Christianity, 
men have borrowed tongues of 
angels to serenade the new-born 
Saviour.

lumbus’s first voyage to the New 
World began the morning watch 
on Christmas day by singing “I 
Saw Three Ships Asailing,”’ an 
unusual carol that pictured Christ 
and Mary arriving by sea at 
landlocked Bethlehem. 

“Good King Wenceslaus,” a 
carol of Swedish or German ori- 
gin, chronicles the devout doings 
of a tenth century Duke of Bo- 
hemia who was known for his 
generosity on St. Stephen's day, 
the day after Christmas. 

“God Rest Ye Merry, Gentle- 
men,”’ traditionally the first carol 
heard in London on Christmas 
morning, is believed to be of 
Welsh origin. Mozart borrowed 
the melody for a duet for violin 
and piano. Charles Dickens's 
Ebenezer Scrooge had a different 
reaction. When the carolers bent 
down at his keyhole to regale 
him with this cherished favorite, 
he grabbed his ruler and drove 
them off. 


Down through the ages men of 
all walks of life have added their 
voices to the angel chorus. 
Carols have been penned by such 
diverse authors as Sir Walter 
Raleigh, Mary Queen of Scots, 
Francis Scott Key, Johannes 
Brahms (whose immortal ‘“‘Lull- 
aby” was written as a Christ- 
mas hymn), St. Francis Xavier, 
Martin Luther, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, Henry Wadsworth Long- 
fellow, Pope Pius IX and Harpo 
Marx. 


The last mentioned, although 
a comedian by trade, composed 
the beautiful music for ‘‘Guardi- 
an Angels,” a carol popularized 
by the late Mario Lanza and now 
sung in many churches.

Radar Probe of the Moon 


By Dr. I. M. Levitt 


Director, 
Franklin Institute Planetarium, 
Philadelphia 


IT WILL BE NECESSARY to 
acquire a great deal more infor- 
mation about the moon before 
man can make a safe landing 
there. The Russian photos of the 
far side of the moon were a good 
start, but much more knowledge 
is needed, 

A radar probe of the moon 
would serve a number of pur- 
poses, but possibly its most vital 
function would be to locate the 
best available landing site for 
the inevitable approach of an 
astronaut. A lunar radar satellite 
could determine the depth of the 
dust known to cover the moon 
as well as many topographic fea- 
tures. 

Radar cannot do this from 
earth because of the interven- 
ing layer of atmosphere which 
reflects back the unique waves 
necessary to probe the moon 
dust. Radar to achieve the 
desired result must operate 
above the earth’s ionosphere, 
and scientific feeling is that 
if we have to put a unit into 
space anyway, we might as 
well orbit the moon and do a 
thorough job. 


Three University of Michigan 
scientists, Keeve M. Siegel, 
Thomas B. A. Senior and Wil- 
liam E. Fensler, writing in the 
November issue of Aero-Space 
Engineering, indicate that a ra- 
dar probe. could transmit to 


earth a wealth of surface detail 


covering both sides of the moon. 


Probing the dust will take a

Undoubtedly, we will send out 
early satellites equipped to rec- 
onnoiter the moon with cameras 
and relay the information back 
to us via television, The pic- 
tures would include views of the 
hidden side at the time of the 
new moon when the far portion 
is best illuminated. Other infor- 
mation could be gained during 
the waxing and waning of the 
moon when the sun is low in the 
sky and shadows predominate. 

Even then, however, man’s 
chances of landing a space ship 
on the moon would remain un- 
answered. We must know the 
depth of the moon dust. Radar 


can tell us this in addition to 
heights of mountains, depths of 
__ craters and other details.

would pulse every fifth of a sec- 
ond on each frequency or 10 
times for every revolution. Nu- 
clear power would provide a 
three to four kilowatt capacity 
(a quarter of the supply used in 
the average home.) 


While the dust layer oh the 
moon is probably only a yard 
thick at the most and likely able 
to support the weight of a man, 
wil] it support a landing rocket 
ship? This question must be ex- 
plored before a landing is at- 
tempted. Radar will likely do 


the job.
